Sir: It has been our 
daily Post and Globe and 
Sundays. 

After searching fur a home for months, for- 
tune and an ad in the Post threw us in with a 
German family of considerable means. 

Hlaving a home built for a former Governor 
of the State, they had concluded to rent part of 
it, and a family such as ours appealed to them. 

We observed them rather closely at first and 
concluded that their methods were penurious; 
but we noted that they got everything that most 
people need and could be considered close only 
in that they were certain to get value for every 
cent expended. In that way we learned more 
about sensible economy in a few months than 
we had itn the previous umpty vears of our life. 

We said we had been in the habit of buying 
both papers daily now, finding that we 
miss practically nothing vy buying oniyv one 
(the general news differing only in the manne 
of presentation), we have declined to take our 
less favored paper any longer.
